The secretary, whose department ad-! 


ministers the federal aid road act,; 
stated also that the government recog-, 
nizes that it is necessary to construct, i 
reconstruct or maintain roads essen- , 
tial for military and vital economic i 
purposes and to defer action on roads \ 
not of tills class; and that it is desir- j 
able, wherever possible, to use local j 
materials for road building and main- j 
tennnce in order to relieve railroad j 
traffic. 


Important highways, as described in 


the secretary's letter, include only 
those utilized, or to be utilized, by the 
military establishment, those which, 
carry a considerable volume of mate- 
rials and supplies essential to war in- 
dustries, and those which have a bear- 
ing on the production and distribution 
of food supplies, connecting popula- 
tion and shipping centers with sur- 
rounding agricultural areas. 


Attention is called to the formation 


of the United States highways council. 
This body was suggested by the secre- 
tary to co-ordinate federal agencies in- 
terested in highway problems. 
The 


council is made up Of a representative 
each from the department of agricul- j 
ture, the war department, the railroad 
administration, the fuel administration 
and the war industries boards. It will 
form a unified agency for dealing, on 
behalf of the federal government, with 
highway construction, maintenance and 
policies. It will, of course, through the 
office of public roads and rural engi- 
neering- of the department, continue 
tile close contact already established, 
both formally by lav,- and informally 
by practice, with the state highway 
commission in each state.

Nest Should Be in Some Quiet Place 


Where She Won't Be Dleturbed—

The first sign of a hen being broody 


(wanting to set) is that she stays 
longer on the nest when laying, and 
on being approached will quite likely 
remain and make a clucking noise, 
ruffle her feathers and peck at the in- 
truder. When it is noted that, a hen 
sets on a nest from two to three 
nights In succession and that the 
feathers are disappearing from her 
breast which should feel hot to the 
hand, she is ready to be transferred 
for setting to a nest which has pre- 


slie is ready. 
Should she return""to 


the nest after feeding remove thfc 
china egg or eggs and put Tinder those 
that are to be incubated. If the nests 
are slightly darkened the hens are less 
likely to become restless. 


At hatching time they should be con- 


fined and not be disturbed until the 
hatch is completed, unless they become 
restless, when it may be best to re- 
move the chicks that are hatched first. 
In cool weather '£ is best not to put 
more than ten eggs under a hen, while 
later in the spring one can put twelve 
to fifteen, according to the size of the

8. It rejoices in the truth. It sym- 


pathizes with that which is true and 
has a common Joy with it. 


9. It beareth all things — that is, it
